Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1944. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  report  is  still  largely  curtailed. 

The  birth-rate,  per  1,000  of  the  population,  increased  from 
16*8  in  1943  to  19*3  during  1944. 

The  death-rate  showed  an  improvement,  being  10*8  in  1944, 
as  against  13*1  in  1943. 

The  infantile  miortality  rate  was  47*0  per  1,000  births  during 
1944,  compared  with  67*6  in  1943.  The  number  of  children  under 
1 year  of  age  who  died  during  the  year  was  21.  Of  these,  pneumonia 
and  bronchitis  accounted  for  8 deaths,  prematurity  4,  birth  injuries  3, 
acute  infections  3,  congenital  defects  2,  and  accidental  asphyxia  1. 

There  were  19  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  as  against 
27  in  1943 ; 12  females  and  7 males,  and  7 notifications  of  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis,  compared  with  9 in  1943. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  11, 
compared  with  22  in  1943,  and  2 deaths  occurred  from  the  non- 
respiratory  type  of  the  disease,  as  against  4 in  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  during  1944  showed  an  increase 
on  1943,  the  respective  figures  being  115  and  74 ; 6 deaths  resulted 
from  this  disease. 

The  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  notified  was  less  than  in 
1943—27  as  against  49. 

The  housing  problem  still  remains  very  acute.  At  the  end  of 
1944  approximately  620  dwellings  out  of  a total  of  6,800  were  over- 
crowded. In  these  620  are  something  over  3,600  of  the  population, 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  grateful  apprecia- 
tion for  the  assistance  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  and  also  from  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department,  and  the  Matron  and  Staff  of  the  Hospital.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

for  the  Area. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  laboratory  arrangements 
during  the  past  year.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Plealth  Laboratory,  King’s  College,  Newcastle  upon 
Tyne,  in  accordance  with  arrangements  made  between  the  County 
Council  and  Durham  University. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Heworth  and  District  Nursing  Association  are  a local 
voluntary  body,  who  provide  the  services  of  two  nurses  for  home 
nursing  duties.  These  nurses  work  under  the  direction  of  general 
practitioners  of  the  area. 

Hospitals  : Public  and  Voluntary. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  at  Windy 
Nook,  Felling,  which  is  maintained  by  this  local  authority.  It 
consists  of  4 large  wards  and  a small  observation  ward,  each  with 
its  own  lavatory  and  bathroom.  Total  accommodation,  28  beds  and 
6 cots.

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SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (i)  Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  two  small  holdings  the  area  is  supplied 
with  water  drawn  from  the  reservoir  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
Water  Company  through  a piped  system.  The  water  is  of  whole- 
some quality.  No  complaint  has  been  received  during  the  year. 

A caravan  dwelling  used  by  one  of  the  above  smallholders  is 
supplied  with  water  from  an  adjacent  spring. 

The  other  holding  (cottage  dwelling)  is  situated  in  the  south 
part  of  the  area  and  is  approximately  640  yards  from  the  nearest 
water  main.  At  present  water  is  obtained  from  a large  pond 
approximately  600  feet  from  the  cottage. 

{ii)  Drainage. 

No  important  development  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tyne  is  our  only  large  waterway  and  serves  as  a 
common  sewer  for  the  many  townships  along  its  banks.  The  other 
stream  running  through  this  district  is  known  as  the  River  Don. 

3.  {i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  6,480  water-closets,  120  ash-closets, 
and  2 ash-middens  in  Felling.  The  number  of  ash-closets  will 
decrease  as  further  clearance  of  unfit  property  takes  place.  The 
ash-closets  are  situated  in  remote  parts  of  the  district  where  no  sewers 
are  available. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse,  Street  Sweeping,  and 
Collection  of  Salvage  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  three  motor 
vehicles  : Fordson,  7 cubic  yards  ; Commer,  9 cubic  yards  ; Karrier 
Bantam,  7 cubic  yards.  These  vehicles  collect  the  house  and  trade 
refuse  from  approximately  6,700  premises.  Each  vehicle  is  manned 
by  4 loaders.  The  longest  haul  is  approximately  2 miles.  The  tip 
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is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district,  near  the  River  Tyne. 
Controlled  tipping  is  strictly  carried  out.  Transport  of  inert  material 
for  covering  purposes  on  the  tip  is  done  by  our  refuse  collecting 
lorries.  House  refuse  collection  is  done  once  weekly,  where  a twice 
weekly  collection  is  necessary  an  extra  bin  is  provided  free  of  charge 
by  the  local  authority.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly. 
Except  during  extreme  wintry  storm  periods,  a once  weekly  collection 
of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Gully  Cleansing. 

Gully  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a 500-gallon  gully 
emptier. 

Salvage. 

The  collection  of  salvage  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Each  lorry  is  fitted  with  a salvage  trailer  and  wire  basket.  Salvage 
from  house  and  shop  premises  is  carried  out  at  the  same  time  as 
refuse  collection.  Large  quantities  of  salvage  are  collected  separately ; 
pig  food  is  collected  once  every  week.  During  the  period  24th 
October  to  4th  November,  1944,  a Book  Drive  was  held  in  the 
district.  Members  of  the  W.V.S.  canvassed  the  area ; school 
children  took  part  in  the  collection.  8,097  books  were  collected  ; 
3,797  were  suitable  for  the  Services  and  4,300  were  sent  to  salvage.

(x)  Rodent  Control. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  direction,  568  manholes 
in  the  district  were  prepared  and  made  ready  for  the  prebaiting  and 
poisoning  campaign  ; 568  were  token  baited  and  134  metal  trays  were 
fixed.  The  cost  of  this  preliminary  work  was  Is.  3|d.  per  manhole. 
During  the  period  19th  May  to  12th  June,  1944,  9 men  were  employed 
prebaiting  (568)  manholes  with  Sausage  Rusk  (6-oz.  baits).  Each 
manhole  was  prebaited  4 times.  On  the  5th  day  a 12-oz.  poisoned 
bait  was  deposited  in  each  manhole.  After  a lapse  of  two  days  a 
check  was  made  to  calculate  the  amount  of  poison  taken  : —

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  8 producer  retailers  of  milk  in  the  district,  7 produce 
and  retail  ordinary  milk,  and  1 “Accredited  ” milk.  3 wholesale 
producers  of  ordinary  milk  are  also  registered  with  this  authority. 
All  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  during 
the  year  ; limewashing  and  cleanliness  of  premises  and  anim.dls  was 
strictly  enforced.  60  inspections  were  made,  and  12  informal  notices 
to  cleanse  and  limewash  premises  were  served  during  the  year.  All 
notices  were  complied  with. 

Improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  North  Follingsby  farm, 
and  a new  dairy  has  been  provided  at  White  House  farm.  High 
Heworth.  In  each  case  schedule  of  works  and  specifications  were 
prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

There  are  9 slaughter-houses  in  this  district.  None  are  in  use 
as  all  animals  are  slaughtered  and  examined  at  the  Government 
centralised  slaughter-house  in  Newcastle.  One  slaughter-house  is 
used  as  a food  receiving  and  distribution  depot.  These  premises 
were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year  and  informal  notices  served 
when  necessary.  44  visits  to  food-preparing  premises  were  made 
during  the  year.  21  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers 
requiring  them  to  limewash  and  cleanse  the  premises.  All  notices 
were  complied  with.  Butchers’  shops  are  regularly  inspected. 

FOOD  CONDEMNED. 

During  the  year  large  quantities  of  food  were  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption  ; 111  certificates  were  issued.  Where 
possible,  the  food  condemned  was  used  for  animal  feeding  ; in  other 
cases  it  was  effectually  destroyed.

115  cases  of  diphtheria  and  27  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were 
notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  74  and  49  respectively 
in  1943. 

6 cases  of  diphtheria  proved  fatal. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

During  the  year  1944,  164  children  under  5 years  of  age  and 
83  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  were  immunised. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  following  percentage  of  children  are 
immunised  in  the  district  : — 

Percentage  immunised  : Under  5,  55  per  cent. ; between 

5 and  15,  41  per  cent. 

During  the  year  the  percentage  of  immunised  children  who 
were  under  the  age  of  15  and  who  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
diphtheria,  compared  with  the  non-immunised,  was  one-third. 

6 deaths  occurred  among  non-immunised  children,  whilst  no 
deaths  occurred  among  those  children  who  had  been  immunised.
